leged to have peddled nearly $200,000 
worth of stolen securities, Frank L. 
Taylor, ex-railroad fireman, who rose 
to the position of $50 a week presi- 
dent of the First National Bank of 
Warren. Mass., when Marcino obtain- 
ed control of that institution, is 
awaiting araignment tomorow on & 
charge of embezzling national bank 
funds. 

Taylor told operatives who arrest- 
ed him that he at one time worked for 
the Burns Detective agency and also 
had been a secret agent of the de- 
partment of justice. 

Losses Are Heavy. 

Burns agents here figure the known 
losses from Marcino’s operations at 
$591,000 and say that they expect 
much more to appear before the in- 
vestigation is complete. 

Through manipulation of the funds 
of the Niagara Life Insurance com- 
pany of Buffalo, N. Y., they say in- 
vestors have lost $248,000. 

The closing of the Warren, Mass., 
bank last week revealed a shortage 
of $213,000. Taylor claims Marcino 
the bank's vault and 
later peddled the securities in and 
around Buffalo. 

The failure of the Mechanics .and 
Merchants bank in Philadelphia, Feb- 
ruary 12, added another’ $130,000 to 
the total. 

A New York congressman is said 
by the detectives to have lost a 
sum estimated at from $150,000 to 
$200,000 through his faith in Mar- 
cino’s schemes. 

The detectives are also investigat- 
ing the connection between a bank 
at Wayauwga, Wis., and the Buffalo 
Insurance company. 

Securities formerly owned by the 
Wisconsin bank, in which Marcino 
is said to have obtained a controlling 
interest about six months ago, have 
turned up in banks in and around 


Buffalo, where they are said to have 
been pledged by the insurance com- 
pany as security on loans. 

Started in 1917. 

Marcino’s career as a financier, 
according to Burns men, who have 
been following him for several years, 
started about 1917 or 1918, when be 
fathered a scheme for starting a new 
bank at Ottawa, Ill., and buying out 
the existing bank. As a result of that 
scheme he was indicted by the grand 
jury there for operation of a confi- 
cenee game, but disappeared. 

He was next heard from in Cali- 
fornia, where the Bank of Perris, 
Cai., failed after he had become con- 
nected with it. Losses of approxi- 
mately $30,000 to depositors there 
were repaid, Burns men declare, when

NUMBER OF GERMANS 
FACE COURTSMARTIAL. 

Bissen, February 22.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Gelsenkirchen hay- 
ing been evacuated by the French 
forces after their several days of 
punitive occupancy, the spotlight on 
the Ruhr valley developments rest- 
ed today on the penalties the Francg- 
Belgin court-martial and the border 
control bodies are inflicting on the 
Germans because of their resistance 
to the authorities. The latest move 
of the occupiers to offset German 
obstructions to the maintenance of 
railroad transportation has been a 
ban against any locomotive leaving 
the occupied area. All German- -man- 
ned trains reaching the edge of the 
Ruhr, eastward bound, are required 
to leave their engines behind and 
await locomotives from the unoccu- 
ped territory to pull them further.

ROBERT RICHARDS 
GETS SIX MONTHS 


William Osler, Suspect in 
Assault Cases, Placed 
Under Arrest on Enter- 
ing Courtroom. 


A dramatic incident occurred in the 
federal court room Thursday during 
the final stages of the trial of Robert 
Richards, who was convicted of 
v.olating Judge Sibley’s strike in- 
junction and sentenced to 6 months 
in the Atlanta federal penitentiary, 
vben William R. Osler entered the 
room and was immediately identified | 
by E. L. Schell as the man who 
had atfacked him on the night of Sep- 
tember 15 when he and H. O. Over- 
by, two Southern railway employees, 
were beaten by alleged strikers. 

Papers were procured immediately 
by United States District Attorney 
Clint W. Hager for Osler, bringing 
the same charge brought against Rich- 
ards, and the case was checked for 
Mareb 21. 

Witnesses Tell Story. 

During the triaM@and conviction of 
Richards, the story of the disorder 
last fall while the railway shopmen’s 
strike was in progress was recited 
by witnesses for the government who 
declared that Richards was the man 
who on September 15 attacked H. O. 
Overby with a blackjack, inflicting 
painful injuries. 

At the same time that Overby was 
ettacked, according to testimony 
brought out, B. L. Schell, his com- 
panion, was also attacked. Authori- 
ties were told of the assault, and 
a few weeks ago papers were pro- 
cured for Hichards. 

During the trial, both Overby and 
Schell identified Richards as the man

Ellas Howe, the inventor of the 
sewing machine, was bern in Spen- 
cer, Mass., hed 9, 1819, and died in 


Brooklyn, N. Oetober 3), 1867. He 
lived with his father, who was both 
farmer and miller, till 1836, working 
upon the farm and in the mill and 
attending the district school during 
the winters. He then learned the 
trade of machinist, and experimented 
in inventing a sewing machine, The 
model was completed and the patent 
issued Beptember 10, 1846. A patent 
was also taken out in England, but 
from this‘the inventor realized noth- 
ing. After constructing four 
ehines in the United States he visited 
England in 1847, remaining two 
youn, He returned to Boston entire- 

destitute, and resumed his trade 
or the support of his family. From 
this period untli 1854 he was involved 
in expensive Jaw suits, when the 
principal infringers of his patents 
acknowledged his rights and arranged 
to manufacture sewing machinex un- 
der licenses from him. After this he 
made a large fortune from his inven- 
tion. He served as a private in the 
17th Connecticut volunteers during 
the civil war. He was the recipient 
ot the Legion of Honor cross and 
many medals.

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THE WEEVIL CONVENTION. 

Atlanta and Georgia have been 
honored by the presence of a num- 
her of. distinguished scientists and 
business men and planters in at- 
tendance upon the cotton confer- 
ence on boll weevil control held 
here this week. 

Dr. Hudson Maxim, the famous 
inventor: Dr. Miiler Reese Hutchi- 
son, also famous inventor; Dr. W. 
D. Hunter, of the department of 
agriculture, have been * among 
the distinguished scientists, while 
George M. Shutt, president of the 
New York cotton exchange, and C. 
F. Hutchinson, president of the 
American Cotton Manufacturers’, 
association, have been among the 
distinguished business men. 

The proposal to control, through 
a duly organized corporation, under 
the laws of Tennessee, a campaign 
of research and education for boll 
weevil control cannot but meet the. 
approval of every person, provided 
it is unselfishly done, and with the 


———— 


boll weevil will not respond to; 
legislation, and as he is a migrat-| 
ing insect, already covering the en-. 


tire cotton producing area, there is 
no possibility of quarantining. On 
the other hand, however, the pos- 
sibility of quarantining against the 
pink boll worm is a matter that 
inter-state action should be able tg 
control. 

The basic rock of the whole thing 
is this—in the good and laudable 
work that is being undertaken let 
nothing occur that shall gnock the 
present props out from under the 
farmer. He has an unmistakable 
program in front of him—a proven 
formula—for solving for himself 
the weevil problem, and while this 
new scientific work is progressing 
let him hold fast to what he has, 
determined never again to become 
a slave to a single crop, to farm bet- 
ter and more progressively and 
more aggressively than ever before, 
to join into the co-operative move- 
ments for proper marketing not 
only his cotton but his other com- 
modities and to assist in the pro- 
motion of thosespractical, construc- 
tive things to his own betterment— 
particularly diversification and bet- 
ter farming. 

And let us hope the $2,500,000 
to be raised may be used to assist 
him {n a constructive way, the most 
feasible of which is the building 
right here in the south of calcium 
arsenate factories, and the extrac- 
tion of white arsenate from south- 
ern ores, which is entirely possible. 

Certainly such a course will be 
breaking away from the clutches 
of the smelter trust which is now 
controlling that product. 

There is no question of the sin- 
cerity of purpose of Dr. Hutchison 
and his associates. Let us hope 
that the enthusiasm backing their 
activities may not lead them 
misguided channels that will even- 
tually do the cotton farmer more 
harm than good.

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GET YOUR IODIN. 

‘Dr; Emery R. Uayburst, professor 
of hygiene, Ohio State university, has 
called attention to the fact that prac- 
ticaliy all salt used in the’ United 
States for dietary consumption is ob- 


tained from inland sources by the 
evaporation of brines which for the 
most part are inherently free of iodin. 
Modern processes of preparing. and 
purifying salt for table use free it of 
all traces of iodin. And it seems that 
a certain amount of iodin, in one form 
or another, is essential for health I 
we do not obtain it in or without sal! 
we must acquire it from some: other 
source. The chief source of iodin in 
commerce is Chili saltpeter. Sea water, 
sea weed or plants and all sea fish or 
sea food contain iodin. ‘The soil and 
water of districts far inlartd are poor 
in iodin because the iodin of nature 
occurs in-the form of salts (iodjds) 
whieh are usually yery soluble, hence 
rapidly dissolvefl ‘ont’ ofthe soils and 
carried down to the sea in the water. 
How much .iodin an adult needs daily 
or yearly-is a question, but students of 
the subject estimate that an-ounce :: 
year is required by thé average adult. 

The evils which result from lack of 
sufficient iodin are too many to refer 
to in a limited space. Professor Hay- 
hurst suggests that the use of sea wa- 
ter in place of common salt as a condl- 
ment would solve the iodin deficiency 
problem. This would be practicable 
for persons living near the sea. He 
further suggests that other elements 
or constituents of sea salt are neededl 
in the economy of man and animals. 
For instance, may not the bromin 
present in sea water or natural sea 
salt play a part in preventing condi- 
tions of nervous excitement ? 

Dr. Addniram J. Quimby, of New 
York, finds that hardening of the ar- 
feries and the associated troubles of 
cardiovascular disease are less fre- 
quent among seafaring men, notwith- 
standing their bard life; he thinks this 
mav be due to their indulgence in sea 
food. He suggests that the invigorat- 
ing effect of sea air may be due to the 
iodin in it. He regards iodin as a val- 
uable preventive of the premature 
aging which overtakes those who work 
for vears with X-ray. Dr. Quimby ad- 
vocates the datly consumption of mi- 


pressure. Hle considers 
such use of jiodin distinetly tonic and 
declares that it increases exuberance 
of spirit and ambition. He thinks that 
some athletes go stale because their 
ration lacks sufficient iodin: he at- 
tributes to this regular use of exceel- 
ingly minute doses of iodin a cor- 
rective influence on the circulation, 
especially when the individual has cold 
hands and cold feet and a cold skin, be 
it dry or moist. A suitable iodin ra- 
tion, according to Dr. Quimby. will

It is unfortunate that, in view of 
the fact that delegates were appointed 
by the governors from every cotton- 
producing state, there were not more

For, first of all, it must not be

The American Cotton association 
has had its “ups and downs,” like 
many another organization, especial- 
ly of the kind that sells propaganda, 
it matters not how constructive nor 
how useful the propaganda may be. 

That the association has done and 
is doing a good work along some 
lines I shall not question. 


It has been charged that it is 
closer to the consumer of raw cotton 
than to the producer. I do not know 
anything about that. I would say 
that such a charge is not true. The 
men who are behind it are good, hon- 
est men and no doubt have the pro- 
ducers’ interest first and always at 
heart. 

I do know that it is impossible to 
organize all of the elements that enter 
into a farm commodity, from the 
field to the mill, and even to the 
consumer of the finished product, 
into any kind of a worth-while co- 
hesive association. 

Tt is against the law of economics. 

The owner of the mill, the operator 
of the spindle, the broker, the cot- 
ton exchange man, has not the same 
kind of an interest in cotton as has 
the mun who fights the boll weevil 
in trying to grow tbe staple. 

That is common sense. 

And while I know that all of the 
men interested in the American Cat- 
ton association, and in Its new sub- 
sidiary boll weevil campaign seeking 
a $2,500,000 working fund, are abso- 
lutely sincere, and have only in mind 
the objects as outlined in their pros- 
pectus, I do fear the ultimate outcome 
for constructive helpfulness will be

tionally wet, late seasons. The exact 
acreage per mule or per plow cannot, 
be stated because this will vary with 
local conditions. 


“Some farmers may have more la- 
bor in proportion to plow force, while | 


‘others may have less. Absolutely no| 


doubt should be left when determining | 
the acreage to be planted as to the| 
farmer’s ability to keep right up with | 
the crop, giving same intensive cul-| 
tivation and care. [Liberally fertilized, | 
well prepared seed beds, the planting | 
of the best seed obtainable, rapid and | 
continued cultivation and intelligent | 
and efficient use of poison, as calcium 
arsenate, will insure success, and 
while the per acre cost may be slightly 
greater than under former methods of 
cotton culture, the per acre produc- 
tion should be greater and the crop 
as profitable to the farmer.”

The above statements are absolute- 
ly correct. They are verified by every 
government expert who has made boll 
weevil control a study. They are 
verified by thousands of farmers 
throughout the south who applied the 
methods of cultivation outlined with 
the use of calcium arsenate poison in 
one form or another, and who made 
more cotton to the acre than ever 
before in their farming history. It 
carries the matter right to the farm- 
er’s door, therefore—and, as I have 
said,time and time again, made of it a 
practical farm problem, and not a 
problem of scientific theories. 


What does this program mean?; 


That the farmer will reduce his cotton | 
acreage to an intensive cultivation 


basis, say five to ten acres to the} 


plow, and turn his other acres into 
other crops, first of all his food and 
feed, and then those commodities for } 
which profitable markets may be 
found, And that is not difficult now 
under the’ rapidly growing co-operative 
system of marketing of everything 
from cotton to peanuts, and eyen to 
eggs.

The southern farmer may be ex- 
pected to live and produce his cotton 
crops, after the adjustments are all 
made on account of the advent of the 
weevil, in much more independence 
than theretofore, and while he may 
not be under the necéssity of pro- 
ducing cotton, regardless of the price 
he obtains or profit to him from rais- 
ing cotton, he will be prepared to 
produce as much cotton as may be re- 
quired at a price that is fair and will 
give him a reasonable profit. 

In other words, the advent of the 
cotton boll weevil is serving to teach 
the southern farmer that he is in no 
way dependent upon the cotton crop 
and that he. may produce many other 
crops which will prove profitable, and 
after the recovery from the shock of 
the weevil infestation he will be able 
to feel a greater independence, having 
as he will, a larger number, having, 
itable crops to select from, always 
growing those that offer the best and 
surest profits.
